There are no radical departures 
accepted design in the new 
car. It exemplifies modern trends in 
every respect and has been through 
the mill of a long grind over the 
General Motors proving ground and 
over the roads of the country, for 
a lengthy test period. There are 
some new features however, about 
the car that have been used by no 
other manufacturer 

For instance, this is the first car 
to use the new non-glare VV type 
windshield recently, developed by 
Fisher. This shield sets at an angle 
of seven degrees from the perpen- 
circular and reflects all glare, 
whether from front rear or sides, 
below the driver's vision. The radi- 
ator is covered with a metal grille, 
mounted in vertical herringbone
